'Black box' recorders recovered Come and see “Boy 

in Cuban air crash Ecu| Y Exposition today 

at A.N.A. 


HAVANA, Cuba (AFP) - 
Searchers on Friday recovered 
the "black box" voice and data 
recorders of a Cuban airliner 
that crashed in central Cuba, 
killing all 68 people aboard, 
officials said. 

"The black box and the 
voice recorder of the crashed 
plane ... were found, so the in¬ 
vestigation that is underway 
will have the basic elements to 
work with," Rolando Diaz, a 
prosecutor told local media. 

The Aerocaribbean airliner 
crashed Thursday on a domes¬ 
tic flight from Santiago to Ha¬ 
vana after the pilot reported an 
emergency. 

Emergency crews hacked 
through tropical brush in cen¬ 
tral Cuba Friday to reach the 
site of the island's worst plane 
crash in two decades in which 
all 68 people on board were 
killed — 28 of them foreigners. 

Police used a bulldozer to 
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clear vegetation from the de¬ 
bris of the domestic Aero¬ 
caribbean aircraft, which 
crashed in the mountainous 
Sancti Spiritus region Thurs¬ 
day after the pilot reported an 
emergency. 

The first rescuers to get to 
the crash site overnight found 
the wreckage burning. 

"We saw flames from the 
area when we were struggling 
through because there was no 
path. We saw pieces of the 
plane thrown quite some dis¬ 
tance," said a soldier, Hermes 
Cecilio Ramirez. 

A fireman said most of the 
bodies had been found charred 
from the flames. 

The plane, a twin turbo-pro¬ 
peller ATR-72-212 built by 
F rench-Italian manufacturer 
Avions de Transport Regional, 
was heading to Havana after 
departing the eastern city of 
Santiago de Cuba. 

It had taken off in danger¬ 
ous weather conditions. 

Tomas, then a tropical 
storm that later strengthened to

a hurricane, had already begun 
to drench eastern Cuba with 
rain and a warning was issued 
to aircraft in Santiago de Cuba 
province before the plane took 
off.

Rules and regulations regarding Motor Vehicle 
inspection 


ORANJESTAD -Dienst 
Technische Inspecties (DTI) 
-Aruba motor vehicle inspec¬ 
tion department informs the 
public in general and mo¬ 
torist in particular on the fol¬ 
lowing ruling regarding 
motor vehicle lighting stan¬ 
dards. 

Motorists who use public 
roads must comply with all 
the rules and requirements 
stipulated in the Country 
Regulation for Vehicles Re¬ 
quirements (AB1999, no 33). 

The specifications in the 
articles 11, 12, 13 and 14 de¬ 
scribes the color of the differ¬ 
ent lights that are mandatory 
for motor vehicles. 

When the lights of a motor 
vehicle are ON the colors are 
as follows: 

- Front lights must be 
white or yellow, 

- Back lights must be red, 
and 

- Stoplights must be red or 
orange/red 

It is prohibited to use high 
intensity lights, such as HID 
(High Intensity Discharge) 
headlights which can blind 


the opposite traffic and/or 
create confusion. Other light 
colors like blue and/or green 
are absolutely now allowed. 

It is also prohibited to use 
smoked material lights and 
covers that are not clear 
(smoked) to shield the lights 
or the number plate. Colored 
lights, for example on the 
wipers or under the car are 
not allowed, this can cause 
confusion. The light beams 
must be clear and without 
any obstructions. 

D.T.I. reminds all mo¬ 
torists who are making 
changes on their vehicle to 
take into account that not all 
“after market” products are 
allowed in traffic. They are 
not street legal. These prod¬ 
ucts are mostly used at car 
shows and other activities that 
are not on the public roads. 

Aftermarket (automotive) 
is the addition of non-factory 
parts, accessories and up¬ 
grades to a motor vehicle

motor vehicles are 
among others:

* Ruling characters of 
motor vehicles (AB 2002 no 
22 )

Motor vehicle owners 
wishing to make an appoint¬ 
ment for an inspection must 
call at tel. 584-2095 to make 
an appointment. 

In the case the motor vehi¬ 
cle does not pass the inspec¬ 
tion the fee is AWG 30 and 
the owner will get a 30 day 
period to come back with the 
vehicle after making the nec¬ 
essary repairs and/or adjust¬ 
ments. The inspection report 
will then cost AWG 20. If the 
30 day period of the re-in¬ 
spection expires (Saturday 
and Sunday included) the au¬ 
tomated inspection register 
system closes off the period 
and the motor vehicle owner 
must pay the whole fee for 
the inspection. 

When a motor vehicle is 
completely inspected the per¬ 
sonnel of the inspection de¬ 
partment will put a sticker on 
the inside of the windshield 
on the right bottom side 

The cost for inspection of 
a motor vehicle depends on 
the type, weight and the 
amount of axis the vehicle 
has. For a family car (sedan) 


the cost for inspection is 
AWG 30 with an additional 
AWG 20 for the inspection 
report which amounts to 
AWG 50 

Double cabine- and 
longbed pickups are long 
haul vehicles and must pass 
an inspection every year. 

On the day of inspection 
the motor vehicle owners 
must have the following doc¬ 
uments: 

Previous inspection 
report( this for vehicles that 
passed an inspection before), 
the vehicle registra¬ 
tion form given by the Tax 
Collection Department, 

A valid assurance re¬ 
ceipt of the assurance com¬ 
pany, NOT a receipt of the 
assurance broker 

Public transport vehicles 
and V-cars must have addi¬ 
tionally a valid permit given 
by the Ministry of Transports 
(Ministerial Decision)

Brazilian teams sweep the inaugural Copa Aruba 


Loyal fans that trav¬ 
eled thousands of 
miles to support 
their favorite soccer 
players were jubi¬ 
lant as the Macabi 
team of Brazil won 
the championship 
title for the Masters 
to end the first Copa 
Aruba tournament 
at the Frans Figaroa 
Stadium in Noord 
on Thursday eve¬ 
ning, November 4. 

After days of un¬ 
favorable weather, 
the skies cleared for 
the final game, 
where Macabi in

the Ypiranga team in black. It 
was an all-out battle among the 
veteran players in the 40+ 
Masters division as official 
FIFA referees carded the black 
shirts on numerous occasions, 
forcing them to finish the game 
with only seven players and 
even escorting their coach off 
the field. Macabi team scored 
early on in the first half, and 
managed to garner another 
goal in the last ten minutes of 
play to take the trophy 2 to 0 
during penalty kicks. 

Prior to the match that 
ended the tournament which 
began last Friday, October 30, 
the Super Masters final game 
for veteran players of 50+ 
ended with Bagaco facing off 
against San Paolo Football 
Commission, winning 5 to 0. 

The first Copa Aruba was a 
cooperative effort of the Aruba 
Tourism Authority, Ministry of 
Sport and CIA Travel of Brazil 
which brought over 600 visi¬ 
tors from Brazil consisting of 
the players, support personal, 
families and fanatical fans. It 
pitted top veteran players from 
Aruba and Curacao against the 
Master and Super Master 
teams of Brazil, prompting 
CIA Travel CEO Rogerio Do- 
nata, organizer of the event to 
dub it the “battle of David ver¬ 



sus Goliath.” 

The Brazilian Goliaths 
knocked out the Aruban and 
Antillean Davids in the very 
first days of competition leav¬ 
ing the visiting teams to battle 
it out during the quarter and 
semi-finals. It was an exciting 
week of soccer action despite 
uncooperative weather, and or¬ 
ganizer Roy Helder of the 
Aruba Football Federation ex¬ 
pressed the belief the Copa 
Aruba will become an annual 
event.

1.5-million-dollar verdict 
in US music piracy case 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
US jury has ordered a Min¬ 
nesota woman to pay 1.5 mil¬ 
lion dollars for illegally 
downloading 24 songs in a 
high-profile digital piracy 
case. 

Jammie Thomas-Rasset, a 
single mother of four, was 
found liable by a jury on 
Wednesday of copyright in¬ 
fringement for using KaZaA 
peer-to-peer file-sharing net¬ 
work to download the songs 
over the Internet. 

She was ordered to pay 
62,500 dollars for each of the 
24 songs, a total of 1.5 mil¬ 
lion dollars. 

The verdict was the third 
in the long-running case and 
was welcomed by the 
Recording Industry Associa¬ 
tion of America (RIAA). 

"We are again thankful to 


the jury for its service in this 
matter and that they recog¬ 
nized the severity of the de¬ 
fendant's misconduct," the 
RIAA said in a statement. 

In June 2009, a jury or¬ 
dered Thomas-Rasset to pay 
1.92 million dollars — or 
80,000 dollars per song — to 
six record companies: Capi¬ 
tol Records, Sony BMG 
Music, Arista Records, Inter¬ 
scope Records, Warner Bros. 
Records and UMG Record¬ 
ings. 

Thomas-Rasset was con¬ 
victed previously, in October 
2007, and ordered to pay 
220,000 dollars in damages but 
the judge who presided over 
that trial threw out the verdict 
calling it "wholly dispropor¬ 
tionate" and "oppressive." 

The RIAA and major 
music labels brought suit 
against thousands of people 
for illegally downloading and 
sharing music, with most 
agreeing to settlements of be¬ 
tween 3,000 and 5,000 dol¬ 
lars. 

Thomas-Rasset, however, 
has consistently refused to 
settle the case. 

In December 2008, the 
RIAA said it will stop suing 
people who download music 
illegally and focus instead on 
getting Internet Service 
Providers to take action.

Europe taking phosphates out of wash 
in water clean-up 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - Europe 
took steps Thursday to ban 
phosphates from laundry de¬ 
tergents in little over a year in 
a bid to clean up its rivers, 
lakes and marine waters. 

A European Commission 
proposal said the ban aimed 
to reduce phosphates found 
in waste water which, when 
discharged, can cause algae 
to grow at the expense of 
other aquatic life — a phe¬ 
nomenon known as "red 
tides" or "green tides" that 
scientists call "eutrophica¬ 
tion." 

The ban, to apply from 
January 1, 2013, will not af¬ 
fect detergents used for auto¬ 
matic dishwashers or by

professionals as technically 
and economically feasible al¬ 
ternatives are not yet avail¬ 
able across the European 
Union. 

Phosphate-free washs 
"will ensure that European 
citizens benefit from an in¬ 
creased water quality," said 
Antonio Tajani, the Commis¬ 
sioner for industry. 

Phosphates came into 


wide use half a century ago 
because they soften hard 
water and help to suspend 
dirt, but when carried into 
waste systems are hard and 
costly to break down. 

EU experts said pollution 
due to phosphates was 60 
percent caused by laundry 
detergents, 30 percent dish¬ 
washing agents and eight per 
cent industry. 


Mozilla's New Firefox Beta for 
Android Improves Speed, Size 


Mozilla has released an 
faster, smaller beta version of 
its Firefox 4 browser for An¬ 
droid-based smartphones 
with an improved user inter¬ 
face, according to a Thursday 
blog post. 

The new beta version re¬ 
quires only 17 MB of storage 
space instead of about 43 
MB, but Mozilla still sees 
room for further improve¬ 
ment, though. Users of the 
previous beta version will 
need to uninstall it and then 
install the new one in order to 
reclaim the storage space. 


Mozilla has worked to 
speed up panning and zoom¬ 
ing operations and reduce 
page load times, according to 
the blog post. On Android 
2.2, Firefox 4 is now around 
25 percent faster than the 
stock browser, it said. 

The interface has been 
overhauled to make it look 
more Android-like, while still 
maintaining a connection to 
Firefox for desktop plat¬ 
forms, according to Mozilla. 

Users can now also share 
links from the site menu and 
undo the closing of a tab.

Treat your skin to a refresh¬ 
ing at-home green-apple 
mask. The fruit helps replen¬ 
ish moisture, and its acids 
smooth fine lines, explains 
Karen Behnke, founding 
partner of Juice Beauty in 
San Rafael, California. 

Her recipe: In a blender, 
puree 1 chopped green apple 
(skin included) with 1/2 cup 
sliced green grapes; add 1 ta¬ 
blespoon lemon juice and 1/4 
cup aloe vera, and continue 
blending until you have a 
thick paste. Apply to face, 
neck, and decolletage; wait 


15 minutes, then rinse with 
warm water. 

Note: Before you apply, 
test on a small area of your 
face or neck to ensure that 
none of the ingredients react 
adversely with your skin. 

Breathing aid 

Think twice about peeling 
your next apple—the skin is 
jam-packed with an antioxi¬ 
dant called quercetin, which 
may protect your lungs from 
pollutants. 

A study from St. George’s 
Hospital Medical School in 
London found that people 
who eat five or more apples a 


week have better lung func¬ 
tion than those who don’t. So 
slip one into your lunch bag 
today. 

Scalp rejuvenator 

Say good-bye to pesky 
flakes with apple cider vine¬ 
gar, which is believed to nix 
the bacteria that may con¬ 
tribute to dandruff, says Cal 
Orey, author of The Healing 
Powers of Vinegar. 

Try this remedy: Massage 
a few tablespoons of apple 
cider vinegar directly into 
washed scalp; leave on for 1 
minute, then rinse. 


CT screening cuts lung cancer death 
better than X-ray: study 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Screening heavy smokers 
with low-dose computer to¬ 
mography (CT) instead of X- 
rays can reduce deaths from 
lung cancer by 20 percent, a 
massive US study released 
Thursday shows. 

Previous studies have 
shown that helical CT scan¬ 
ning can identify small tu¬ 
mors in the early stages of 
growth better than X-rays. 

’’But it's never been shown 
before conclusively that the 
procedure has an effect on 


the ultimate out¬ 
come, namely 
lung cancer mor¬ 
tality,” Harold 
Varmus, head of 
the National Can¬ 
cer Institute, told 
reporters. 

Although 
more research is 
needed to deter¬ 
mine why CT- 
scan screening 
was tied to such a significant 
drop in lung cancer mortality, 
”the assumption is that a 
larger number of early can¬ 
cers that would have been 
lethal were removed in pa¬ 
tients who had undergone 
helical CT scanning,” said 
Varmus. 

Helical CT uses X-rays to 
obtain a multiple-image scan 
of the entire chest during 
seven to 15 seconds. 

’’This finding has impor¬ 
tant implications for public 
health with the potential to 


save many lives among those 
at greatest risk for lung can¬ 
cer,” said Varmus. 

”Lung cancer is the lead¬ 
ing cause of cancer mortality 
in the US and throughout the 
world, so a validated ap¬ 
proach that can reduce lung 
cancer mortality by even 20 
percent has the potential to 
spare very significant num¬ 
bers of people from the rav¬ 
ages of this disease,” he said. 

’’This screening does not 
prevent lung cancer and 
doesn't protect the large ma¬ 
jority of subjects from death 
from lung cancer,” said Var¬ 
mus, stressing that the best 
way to prevent smoking-re¬ 
lated lung illness was to quit 
smoking or never start. 

The researchers raised 
some concerns about CT 
scans, including that they 
cost more than X-rays and 
expose patients to more radi¬ 
ation than X-rays.

Gene finding opens way 
to new hypertension 
treatment 



BRUSSELS (AFP) - The dis¬ 
covery of a new gene variant 
by an EU-funded research 
team opens the way to im¬ 
proved treatment for high 
blood pressure sufferers, the 
European Commission said 
Thursday. 

"I congratulate all those 
involved in this excellent 
work,” said Maire Geoghe- 
gan-Quinn, the commissioner 
for research, innovation and 
science. 

A Commission statement 
said one adult in four in the 
European Union suffers from 


high blood pressure 
which, as the most 
important cardio¬ 
vascular risk factor, 
is ultimately the 
leading cause of 
death worldwide. 

The new gene 
variant lowers the 
risk of high blood 
pressure and heart 
disease as people 
carrying the variant 
were found to have 
15 percent fewer 
strokes, myocardial 
infarctions and 
coronary deaths, the Com¬ 
mission said. 

The discovery was the re¬ 
sult of a genetic study involv¬ 
ing 40,000 people from eight 
European countries, led by 
the University of Glasgow 
and Istituto Auxologico Ital- 
iano of Milan, and funded to 
the tune of 10 million euros 
(14.2 million dollars) by the 
European Union. 

Results are published in 
the Public Library of Science 
Genetics open-source jour¬ 
nal.

Aruba Diabetic Foundation 
introduces its Blue Month 



ORANJESTAD - Recently, 
the Diabetic Foundation held a 
press conference at the Hora- 
cio Oduber Hospital. The Dia¬ 
betic Foundation comprises a 
new group of volunteers full of 
creativity. At present they are 
in full renovation, working on 
a strategic plan to make the 
community more aware of di¬ 
abetes. They will also put em¬ 
phasis on how to deal with 
diabetic issues and problems in 
a more structured way, to¬ 
gether with other foundations 
and departments. Also plans 
on how to prevent worsening 
of a diabetic patient’s condi¬ 
tion, thus improving their qual¬ 
ity of life, are on their list. 

Diabetes mellitus, often 
simply referred to as dia¬ 
betes—is a group of metabolic 
diseases in which a person has 
high blood sugar, either be¬ 
cause the body does not pro¬ 
duce enough insulin, or 
because cells do not respond to 
the insulin that is produced. 
This high blood sugar pro¬ 
duces the classical symptoms 
of polyuria (frequent urina¬ 
tion), polydipsia (increased 
thirst) and polyphagia (in¬ 
creased hunger). 

There are three main types 
of diabetes: 

• Type 1 diabetes: re¬ 


sults from the body's failure to 
produce insulin, and presently 
requires the person to inject in¬ 
sulin. (Also referred to as in¬ 
sulin-dependent diabetes 
mellitus, IDDM for short, and 
juvenile diabetes.) 

• Type 2 diabetes: re¬ 
sults from insulin resistance, a 
condition in which cells fail to 
use insulin properly, some¬ 
times combined with an ab¬ 
solute insulin deficiency. 

• Gestational diabetes: 
is when pregnant women, who 
have never had diabetes be¬ 
fore, have a high blood glucose 
level during pregnancy. It may 
precede development of type 2 
DM. 

Other forms of diabetes 
mellitus include congenital di¬ 
abetes, which is due to genetic 
defects of insulin secretion, 
cystic fibrosis-related diabetes, 
steroid diabetes induced by 
high doses of glucocorticoids, 
and several forms of mono¬ 
genic diabetes. 

All forms of diabetes have 
been treatable since insulin be¬ 
came available in 1921, and 
type 2 diabetes may be con¬ 
trolled with medications. Both 
type 1 and 2 are chronic condi¬ 
tions that usually cannot be 
cured. 

The foundation is working 


on an operational plan with 
different activities to achieve 
their goal. They are, among 
others, making people aware 
of diabetes, development and 
stimulation for a better han¬ 
dling of diabetes and irritation, 
but also motivate the life of a 
diabetic patient. The Aruba 
government is their primary 
partner. 

November is the Blue 
Month for the Diabetic Foun¬ 
dation on Aruba and Novem¬ 
ber 14 is the International Day 
of Diabetes. 

“The problem of diabetes 
on Aruba is more serious than 
we thought and we do not have 
time to waste, we must act 
now, take control and prevent 
this malaise. The Diabetes 
Foundation have a few inform¬ 
ative activities scheduled for 
the month of November. The 
information days are not only 
for diabetics, but also for those 
interacting with them. The 
whole community is invited to 
these events, which will be on 
November 4 at the Club San 
Martin in Santa Cruz, Novem¬ 
ber 11 at the YMCA San Nico¬ 
las and November 18 at the 
YMCA Dakota. Time is from 
7:00 to 8:00 pm. Everyone is 
welcome to assist and learn 
more about diabetes.

AIG posts 2.4 billion dollar 
loss amid restructuring 


NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
American International Group 
said yesterday it lost 2.4 billion 
dollars in the third quarter, led 
by restructuring charges as the 
US government-rescued in¬ 
surer struggles to pay back its 
bailout. 

AIG said it took 4.5 billion 
dollars in restructuring-related 
charges, including the sale of 
assets to raise money to pay 
back aid from the Federal Re¬ 
serve Bank of New York 
(FRBNY). 

The government-controlled 
company had posted a net 
profit of 455 million dollars in 
the 2009 third quarter. 

AIG, once the world's 
largest insurer, received more 
than 180 billion dollars from 
the government two years ago 
to help cover investments that 
disappeared amid the collapse 
of a US real-estate bubble. 

The Treasury Department 
said this week that AIG was 
poised to repay 36.7 billion 
dollars in government bailout 
aid after floating its Asian unit 
AIA and selling American Fife 
Insurance Company. 

"We were extremely 
pleased to announce a few 


weeks ago our plan to repay 
the US government," Robert 
Benmosche, AIG president and 
chief executive, said in a state¬ 
ment. 

"We will continue with our 
aggressive plan to close pen¬ 
ding transactions in order to 
repay the FRBNY in full, and 
provide for the exit of US 
Treasury ownership over time." 

In September, AIG an¬ 
nounced it had entered into an 
agreement with the Treasury 
Department on a plan for re¬ 
paying its debt, and has since 
then taken several steps in that 
direction. 

Earlier this week, AIG's 
Asian unit, AIA, said it raised 
20.5 billion dollars in a listing 
in Hong Kong, making it the 
world's third-biggest initial 
public offering. 

AIG has also raised 16.2 
billion dollars by selling unit 
American Fife Insurance 
Company (AFICO) to MetFife 
Inc. 

Shareholders took a scare 
last month following news that 
Benmosche, seen by many as 
the driving power behind 
AIG's restructuring, was seek¬ 
ing treatment for cancer. 


Obama 'open to any idea' 
on US economy 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama said yes¬ 
terday the jump in US jobs 
created in October was "en¬ 
couraging," but added he wel¬ 
comed any idea that would 
work to revive the struggling 
US economy. 

"The fact is, an encouraging 
jobs report doesn't make a dif¬ 
ference if you're still one of the 
millions of people who are 
looking for work. And I won't 
be satisfied until everybody 
who is looking for a job can 
find one," he said. 

"I am open to any idea, any 
proposal, any way we can get 
the economy growing faster so 
that people who need work can 
find it faster," he said, inclu¬ 
ding tax breaks which are pop¬ 
ular among Republicans. 

The United States ended a 
four-month streak of payroll 


losses, though not enough to 
dent the high unemployment 
rate, official data showed yes¬ 
terday. 

The Fabor Department re¬ 
ported that 151,000 nonfarm 
jobs were created in October, 
much better than expected, 
leaving the jobless rate un¬ 
changed at 9.6 percent for the 
third consecutive month.

Gordhan said in a statement. 

"The move by the USA will 
force developing nations to 
take more steps to mitigate the

(AFP) - The family of the 
newly designated world's old¬ 
est person, American Eunice 
Sanborn, says she is in fact 115

the spotlight Thursday, recog¬ 
nized as the oldest living indi¬ 
vidual following the death of 
Eugenie Blanchard at age 114 
in the French West Indies, 
based on a website that tracks 
living centenarians. 

When told of her "achieve¬ 
ment," Sanborn's reaction was 
simple: "Oh, think of that." 



Sanborn of Jacksonville, 
Texas, turned 115 in July al¬ 
though the US Census Bureau 
erroneously recorded her birth 
date as 1896 rather than 1895, 
her family claims. She still 
lives at home with 24-hour 


care. 

Her "adopted" son David 
French — a longtime friend of 
Sanborn who first met her 
when he was five years old — 
and his wife Rena provide 
caretakers for Sanborn. 

French said although San¬ 
born has had a few restless 
nights this week, she is in good 
health.

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German Jews ordain first 
female rabbi since WWII 



World's oldest axe found in 
Australia

BERLIN, Germany — Alina 
Treiger is the first woman to be 
ordained as a rabbi in Ger¬ 
many in 75 years. She and two 
male rabbis were ordained in 
an emotional ceremony at¬ 
tended by German President 
Christian Wulff and Jewish 
leaders from around the world 
at Berlin's Pestalozzi syna¬ 
gogue on Thursday. 

Jewish life has taken root 
again in Germany after being 
nearly wiped out by the Nazis. 

"For the past two years, rab¬ 
bis have been ordained here in 
Germany, rabbis who com¬ 
pleted their studies in Ger¬ 
many," Wulff said. 

Ukrainian-born Treiger 
studied at the Abraham Geiger 
College in Berlin, which was 


founded in 1999, and is due to 
take up her post as rabbi in 
Jewish religious communities 
in the towns of Oldenburg and 
Delmenhorst. 

"It's important to me that 
Jews in Germany are able to 
develop a positive identity," 
she said. "Not just something 
that is negative and related to 
persecution and the Holocaust, 
but a positive identity." 

Liberal Judaism considers 
men and women to be equal, 
and she was made to feel very 
welcome, Treiger told 
Deutsche Welle ahead of the 
ceremony. 

"This shows that the atti¬ 
tude towards female rabbis has 
changed to the better," she 
said. 


SYDNEY,Australia (AFP) - 
Archaeologists revealed they 
have found a piece of a stone 
axe dated as 35,500 years old 
on sacred Aboriginal land in 
Australia, the oldest object of 
its type ever found. 

The shard of stone, found 
in Australia's lush and remote 
far northern reaches in May, 
has marks that prove it comes 
from a ground-edge stone 
axe, Monash University's 
Bruno David said yesterday. 

"We could see with the an¬ 
gled light that the rock itself 
has all these marks on it from 
people having rubbed it in 
order to create the ground- 
edge axe," he told the ABC. 

"The person who was 
using the axe was grinding it 
against a sandstone surface in 
order to make it a smoother 
surface." 

David said the previous 
oldest ground-edge axes were 
20,000 to 30,000 years old, 
and the conventional belief 
was that the tool first 
emerged in Europe when 
populations grew and forests 
flourished at the end of the 
last Ice Age. 

"What we've got in Aus¬ 
tralia, however, is evidence 
of ground-edge axes going 
back 35,000 years ago," he 
said. 

"What this all means is

ABU DHABI , United Arab 
Emirates(AFP) - Ferrari 
World, the world's largest in¬ 
door theme park and the first 
with a Ferrari theme, opened 
on Thursday in the Gulf emi¬ 
rate of Abu Dhabi.

India in control in first New

"I probably should feel a 
lot worse,” Favre said. ”But I 
moved around fine, actually 
way better than I thought.”

1/2 games. 

’’This could be a very sto¬ 
rybook ending or it could be 
a year to forget,” Favre said. 
”It could easily turn around.” 

Peyton Manning will 
guide AFC South division 
leader Indianapolis, 5-2, into 
Philadelphia to face Michael 
Vick and the Philadelphia Ea¬ 
gles, who at 4-3 trail Eli Man¬ 
ning's New York Giants by 
one game in the NFC North. 

The Colts' Manning has

the Seahawks supporters. 

"Poise in the noise is a big 
factor,” Giants coach Tom 
Coughlin said. 

New York will also be 
without center Shaun O'Hara, 
which could cause Manning 
some concern about simply 
getting the ball. 

"It's not going to freak us 
out,” Eli Manning said. 
"We're not over-stressing it. 
You have to be prepared for 
it.

The Dominican star nick¬ 
named "Big Papi” also re¬ 
mains in talks about a 
multi-year deal with the Red 
Sox, whom he joined in 2003 
as a free agent after leaving 
the Minnesiota Twins. 

Ortiz, who turns 35 in two 
weeks, started slowly the past 


two seasons but each time 
improved as the six-month 
Major League Baseball cam¬ 
paign wore on. 

This year, Ortiz led the 
Red Sox with 32 home runs 
and shared the team lead in 
runs batted in with 102. He 
batted .270 and was selected 
for the American League All- 
Star team. All of those totals 
were better than his 2009 
numbers. 

Ortiz led the Red Sox by 
being walked 82 times and 
shared ninth in the league in 
69 extra-base hits. 

Just one day earlier, the 
Red Sox lost third baseman 
Adrian Beltre, who rejected 
his 10 million-dollar contract 
option in favor of a one mil¬ 
lion-dollar buyout and free 
agency after only one season 
in Boston. 

Ortiz and Beltre were 
among the few Red Sox reg¬ 
ulars who avoided major in¬ 
juries this season, when 
Boston missed the playoffs 
for only the second time in 
eight seasons, two of those 
which ended in World Series 
crowns.

Report: Police 
investigate 
Mets clubhouse 
manager 

NEW YORK (AFP) - Char- 
lie Samuels, the New York 
Mets clubhouse manager for 
27 years, is being investi¬ 
gated for alleged betting on 
Major League Baseball as 
part of a gambling ring, the 
New York Daily News re¬ 
ported Friday. 

Citing unnamed law-en¬ 
forcement sources, the news¬ 
paper reported that Samuels 
is the focus of a probe by 
New York police and the Dis¬ 
trict Attorney for links to bet¬ 
ting and placing wagers 
himself. 

Samuels, 53, was sus¬ 
pended by the Mets last week 
after an internal probe 
showed he might have writ¬ 
ten checks on Mets accounts 
and cashed them to cover his 
gambling expenses, repaying 
the money later, sources told 
the News. 

Samuels, who has not 
been arrested, is also being 
investigated for bets on base¬ 
ball and other sports as part 
of a gambling ring and pro¬ 
viding tips and inside infor¬ 
mation to friends who bet on 
games. 
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Clark, Craig among five voted to US Hall of Fame 


INDIANAPOLIS, Indiana 
(AFP) - Five-time Olympian 
Jearl Miles Clark and fellow 
Olympic champions Roy 
Cochran and Ralph Craig 
will be among five people in¬ 
ducted into the US Track and 
Field Hall of Fame next 
month. 

USA Track and Field an¬ 
nounced voting results for the 
honors Thursday night with 
enshrinement ceremonies set 
for the group's annual meet¬ 
ing December 4 at Virginia 
Beach, Virginia. 

Also voted into the sport 
shrine were two-time 
Olympic 1,500m finalist 
Dyrol Burleson and journalist

Craig Virgin, a two-time pion and three-time 


Olympian, was also elected 
but was granted a request to 
have his enshrinement de¬ 
layed until next year, when 
the ceremony will be in St. 
Louis near his home. 

Clark, 44, was a 400m and 
800m US star, winning the 
1993 world outdoor and 1997 
world indoor 400 titles. She 
captured 1996 Atlanta 
Olympic gold with the 4x400 
relay. She was fifth at 400m 
in the 1996 Olympics and 
sixth at 800m in the 2004 
Games. 

Cochran, who died in 
1981 at age 62, won the 400 
hurdles at the 1948 London 


Olympics by more than five 
meters in a then-Olympic 
record 51.1 seconds. He also 
helped the US 4x400 relay 
claim 1948 Olympic gold. 

Craig, who died in 1972 at 
age 83, won the 100m at the 
1912 Stockholm Olympics in 
10.8 seconds to lead an 
American podium sweep and 
also won the 200 in 21.7 sec¬ 
onds. He was also a reserve 
on the US yachting squad at 
the 1948 Olympics, where he 
served as US flag bearer. 

Burleson, 70, was fifth in 
the 1,500 at the 1964 
Olympics and sixth at the 
1960 Olympics.
